Mr. O'Connor ha-, iioi only liein 
an evewitne>.s. Imi a partaker of the 
reeiMit st r>' n iioii s linies in the House 
of ( omiuoiis uuil knows whereof ho 
.'-l>enks. In his address in Boston lie 
saiil: 

"I return Ut the conviction which 
r have steadily held except for a 
few days, when the whole tide 
scented going one way, that the 
probability still points to tlie ac- 
ceptance of the bud^t by the House 
of Lords. Already I bcUeve I see 
signs of bine funk in t}iesc exalted 
circles; already you hear less talk 
of the right of th4! Lonls to reject 
the budget, or It the right be 
claimed, there is a strong word ot 
waniing or of doubt as to the wis- 
dom of exercising the right. The 
danger. I fear, is different. It is 
that the House of l,or(l> will pass 
the budget; that the (io\ernment 
will then he '.atisfied, and will make 
the attempt to live through iinotlu r 
year or two of office. 

"This is the reason of the tone 
which Mr. Hedmond has taken up 
during his recent successful tour of 
speech-in.il.iiig in the English cities. 
He has declared bis strong «)pinion 
that the Government will be iU^ad- 
vised if they do not have an early 
general election, whether the bud- 
get be accepted or not. Ue even 
went the length of aaring that ho 
and bis party would do their best 
to force the Oovemment to a dis- 
solution. 

"It Is needless to say wherl^ the 
Irish party sfaiuls in this cmitro- 
vorsy. One of the curiosities ..f the 
prewent striiggU" is the wav in whieli 
Ireland siidilcnlv has been reineui- 
Iwred by the Knglish politicians, 
eHpe<-lally of the I'liionist side. Ire- 
laud has a knack of suddenly 
bidibiiig in this way w!iei. everylsidy 
has apre'''l lo for^,el it. Itedniond's 
manifesto to ihc Irish jteople of 
Amerira and the friends of Ireland 
in all races has acted for the mo- 
ment as the necessary reminder of 
IreUnd's continued and persistent 
existenee. His frank avowal that 
the House of Lords is the only 
obstacle to home rule Is a fact so 
palpable that its restatement ought 
net to be regarded as anything ex- 
traordinary. 

"I'.iir ireilinoud's message has been 
with a howl partly of de- 
litfhi aiii! parllv of apprehension l>y 
the Inioiiiht ivewspa|»ers i li roiiirhout 
Ksgla/iil. \ll I nionist s are sol.-iniily 
adjiireil to \>:i\ atleulioii lo the 
slatenieii|: are a|>(H'aled to in every 
tone to rally round the House of 
Lords as the one bulwark of the 
empire against Irish Invison, and 
so on. What is perhaps more re- 
markable nnd certainly more Satis- 
factory is that the Liberal party 
leaders have taken the cue given by 
Hedmond quite as readily. Within 
a few hours of its .l|)pettranee Win- 
ston Churchill, making a siieecli a' 
the National Lib'-ral V'lub, the liead 
quarters of militant Lil>eraliiui) 
went out of his way to call for th*- 
Writnwal on Irelam^tfA the same

up as a )>roteetioii against witches. 
.Mnnv houses in the West Knd of 
London had one of these emblems 
of snpcrstitition on the threshold, 
and in Monmouth street there were 
seventeen in 1818 and aeven so late 
as 188S. Lord Nelson had n horse- 
shoe nailed to the mnst of his ship 
Victory and onr forefathers loved 
to nail one on thoir house door. 

St. Dunstan was an Irishman, not 
an Kjiglishman. as the Itritishirs 
now claim. He was recogni/.ed as 
the best hlaeUsmith in what wos 
then the kingdom of Kerry. He. had 
his forge on th<> May of Dingle, and 
people from all o»er Ireland came to 
lia\<' their horses shod anil to driidv 
in wisdom fidiii the "Kcrrj' (low." 
The legend ha:< it that the devil was 
among th<- pikTlins to the forgo of 
St. Dunstan. He asked the Dlnglo 
blacksmith to shoe his single hoof. 

Ivuowinp who his customer was, 
Ht. Dunstan tied him tightly to the 
wall and proceeded with hla Job, but 
purposely put the devil into so much 
pain that he roared for mercy. It 
was not until he promised that he 
would never again enter a place 
where he saw a horseshoe displayed 
that St. Dunstan would release his 
captive.

I hare are some of our dissenting 
brethren who see good in the Cati 
olic church. Not the least of thette 
\Nus the recently deceased Methodist 

Kpiseopnl IJishop Foster, of Massa- 
chusetts. In a sermon at the old 
North cinirch shortly iH'fore lii . 
death lUshop Foster said: 

"I have a great ileal of respect 
fur Uomun Cath<dic.s and the Konutn 
Catholic churcli, and the feeling be- 
comes stronger as I grow older. I 
do not think we can afford to 
criticise Catholics tmCil we display 
at least e<|ual seal in the ser^-lce of 
the Master. Who are they whose 
feet go clattering by our houses 
these eidd winter moiniiiirs? Who 
are they who fill their churches to 
worship (iod when we .ire in our 
b<'<ls'.' Who thronjf our streel,s with 
reveit'iit faces, with jirayer IxioU in 
hand, aye, and p<'rhaps with uh rev- 
erent heart as any of you bear? 

'*They ore zealous, faithful Cath- 
olics, who believe in the truth of 
their church and feel thai throu^jh 
it alone they can worship (iod, whom 
they fear and love. To what <liiiri'li 
do these self-sacrificing coiimiinii 
ties l)clon;f, thai toil from morniiif; 
until nifflil for the ;;ood of (iod's 
people? Who arc these who come 
here from foreign lands, ]M>or and 
strange, ^vlth nothing but a spade, 
anri have erected tmnirios of wov 
ship that put us to shame? Isn't it, 
the hard-working man and the poor 
servant girl, who lay a tithe of tlieir 
earninps on the altar of (iod, siu- 
ceri' ill their lielicf, and Mill tliev 
not find favor in God's eyes'.' 

"I'here was a paivgraph in tlie 
Christian Advocate the other day 
n hich made me blush when I read 
it. it Btatod that in New York City 
the Catholics have a church prop- 
erty of more than $11,(X)«,000, a 
^'riater sum than the value of all 
other eliiireh projsMty. except tiiat 
owned by the l')pis<'opal church. 

"I'lU'se Calliolies an* tfie jieojil.* 
who fill their churches e\er_\ .Sunday 
with turee or four different con/^re- 
gations. These arc tii'v people who 
sixty years ago had but three 
churches in New York, and are now 
fillin^r all our Protestant cities and 
towns. \\ hat right have we to com- 
plain that this Is so? Why should 
we abuse them l)ecause their 
churches crown the noblest emin- 
ences of the land'.' Let ns jiossess 
ourselves of thoHi- virtues and qual- 
ities which they have in a atronger 
degree than we, and thoae added to 
what we already poasess may put ns 
in a position when we hare a right 
to criticise t\uir actions. 

"To what chur<^h," asks the 
Dishop, "do these self-sacrificing 
communities (nicaninp luiiis and 
Sisters) beloiif,' that t<iil from morn- 
ing- until nijflit for the pood of Qod's 
people'.'" it may be of int«;rest to 
cite in fellowship with the Bishop's 
question the statement of Auguatus 
Post when connoting the diffelwnce 
between education and instruction. 
"In thA Cnited States," writes ..r. 
Post, "more than one-third of the 
students in Calliolie academies and 
convents ari' iioii-Catliolii'. The chil- 
dren uf wealthy Protcutaut parents 
and of the better daas Jews ara 
intrusted to the care of the Sisters 
that their morals be sanctuaried. 
The parents rest easy o' nights, for 
they know their children are safe. 
There is .also an impressiou which 
coixtinues to diffuse itself among 
thoiijfhtfui minds that there is 
sonicihiny^ in I lie Irainintr of a con- 
vent ^eliiMil iviiieli ini|iliils to a pirl 
a flavor of rctincinent and liigh 
courtesy, a dignity of carriage und 
a suavity of address which remain 
with her throuffh life."
